KOWLOON TRADE,» 
REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER 
OF (CHINESE) CUSTOMS, 


The following is’ tho introduction to 
the Report made by Mr W. G. Lay, 
the ‘Commissioner of the Chinosa Mari- 
time Customs, op the trade of Kowloon 
in 1980:—. ; a 
}; With the ubnormal conditions ‘prerail- 
ing in the adjacent, province ‘and ' the 
South of China generatly throughout o 
considerable portion of the year, the fret 
that trade by. junk in the Kowloon.dis- 
trict did not cease altogether is evidence 
onco more .of the extraordinary vitality 
of this class of commerce and ‘trader ‘in 
China; but that the year’s figures for 
movements of cargo choutd exhibit hot 
inconsidernbla improvement. “when com- 
pared with those forthe previous twelva 
months makes one realise how much a 
few years of uninterrupted peace would 
mean to the now much-harassed, merchant 
land junkowner and to the country’s pros- 
perity in gener. ©The trade value 
figures for 1820 at first glunce, it is true, 
indicates somewhat less. prosperous state 
of affairs than during 1919; but on closer 
inspestion’ of tha statistiva accompanying 
this report it will be seen that, if the 
‘rice import—which in 1990 alone was 
valuo. at over. Hk. Tis. 3,500,000... lesa 
than that in 1919—is excluded from both 
years’ returns, the commodities imported 
and exported throughout 1990. by junk 
nod by rail wero valued at a figure which 
is HK.

‘Tie following are a few notes upon the 
trade of Hongkoog,’.in the preparation 
of which I am‘indebted to several of the 
more preminent mercantile houses in the 
Colony.

business was in a very dull condition 
throughout the year. This was in part 
due to the high exchange ruling, which 
reatricted shipmenta from Hongkong, and 


in part to the entire prohibition of the 


expdrt of Siamese rice, together with the 
periodical cessation of the export of the 
cereal ‘from Haiphong, which contributed 
to keeping rates at oa very low level.’ Tha 
highest, point reached during the year in 
the Saigon—Hongkong rnte--usually re- 
garded as tho pulse vof the southern 
charter business—wag 35 ‘cents, whilst the 
lowest was 7 cents, against 62 cents and, 
25 cents respectively during ‘the previous 
year.
